W i t h heart-felt fatisfadtion, 1 fee the revolution, 
in favour of univerfal liberty which has taken 
place in Americaa 
revolution which opens a 
new prifpe^t in human affairs, and begins a new 
aera in the hiftory of mankind ; a revolution bir 
which Britons themfelves will be the greateft 
gainers, if wiie enough to improve properly the 
check that has been given to the defpotifm 
of their minlileri, and to catch the fitme of vir- 
tuous liberty which has faved their American 
brethren.

They have fought witii 
fuccefs for themfelves and for (he world -, and, in 
the midil of invafion and carnage, cftablifhed 
fovms of government favourable in the higheft 
degree to the rights of mankind.-^Bur they have
